• In -France the allies are battering away at the German line -ill 


the-way from, the Belgian frontier to upper Alsace, and there hn« not 
been "a day in the past six weeks when the French war office has not 
ajjnminced progress. 


Although the French and British have made particularly marked 


'"gams on the Belgian coast near Arras, and in the district between 
the Mouse and Mnchlhausen, the German lines are not serioush 
threatened at any point and they still bold securely all their main 
lines of communications. 


In the Eastern theatre of war, the "Russians again hold the Car- 


pathians and most oi" Galicia. The Austrians a"e falling ba<>k and 
Grand Duke Nicholas is gathering his forces for another drive against 
Cracow, the gateway to Silesia.
